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Discovery of Queen’s 
Tomb Pronounced Great- 
est Archaeological Treas- 
ure Africa Has Produced. 


Paris, December 5.—(/)—An ac- 
count of how proof Was found of the 
existence of an advanced ancient civ- 
ilization, where desert winds now 
sweep over the shifting dunes of the 


south central Sahara, and of the dis- 
covery of a “legendary tomb that is 
not a legend any more,” was brought 
to Paris today by the Count de Pro- 
rok, Beloit college expedition, just re- 
turned from its labors in the sun- 
scorched desert. 

The expedition’s leaders, Count de 
Prorok and Bradley Tyrrell, a trus- 
tee of Beloit ( Wis.) college, said 
their discoveries in the Hoggar coun- 
try, which some antiquarians have re- 
garded as the “lost Atlantis” of the 
ancient world, had fully repaid their 
work, 

“The primary object of the expedi- 
tion—establishment of the fact that 
in ancient times there were Saharan 
trade routes between ‘Carthage and 
the great civilization then existing in 
the Hoggar country—was achieved,” 
the sunburned count said today. 

Tomb Is Great Picture. 

“The tomb of Tin-Hanan (the dis- 
covery of which was announced No- 
vember 28) is, I believe, the great- 
est archaelogical treasure Africa has 
ever produced, The statue of the 
Libyan Venus we found there alone 
would more than pay the entire cost 
of the expedition. 

“Tin-Hanan’s tomb stands on a 
high volcanic rock overlooking the 
desert. It is built in a circular 
shape with rectilinear blocks, cov- 
e with Libyo-Berber inscriptions. 
These have been turned over for trans- 
lation .to Abbe J. B. Chabot, vice 
president of the French institute. The 
tombs of 15 nobles, or Amrads, sur- 
round the base of the tomb.

then downward until we struck a 
passage leading into an open chamber 
filled with dried dates, wheat and 


food stored ages ago. There were 
eight chambers, of which we explored 
only the treasures of the queén. 

“French soldiers are now guarding 
the tomb, which the French govern- 
ment has declared a national monu- 
ment, 

“Carthage and Utica were not the 
first states to exploit the Saraha 
country. We found all along the way 
Neolithic stations, marked by heaps 


of black stones and ancient flints, in 


the dry river beds, indicating that 
still more ancient trade routes had 
passed that way. These flints were 
the handiwork of man at the dawn 
of history, and might be 10,000 years 
old. We found 14 in the same river 
bed within half an hour, showing that 
it was once a thickly ’ populated re- 


gion. 

“Louis Chapui, 
with the French Saharan troops, had 
once seen this tomb and recalled its 
location and guided us to it. There 
we were aided in the work by na- 
tives.” 

Natives Are Hospitable. 

The count said that the natives, the 
Tuaregs, a white race, were hospitable 
everywhere, but that they became ex- 
cited when the treasures were taken 
out of Tin-Hanan’s tomb. The great- 
est diplomacy was required to quiet 
them. ‘The exposition, he said, went 
unarmed. They treated the natives 
courteously and taught them to sing 
college and Rotarian songs. 

“We are glad to have found some 
thing after our hardships in the des- 
ert,” Count de Prorok said. “Some- 
times we went without water when 
our overheated engines required water 
to cool the radiators of our motor 
cars. 

“On our, return from the. Hoggar 
country, our automobiles were caught 
insa terrific sandstorm, amid dunes 
of moving sand 1,500 feet high, the 
greatest dune’ country of the Sahara. 
Mr. Tyrrell and I reached Ouargla, 
but the other two cars.were lost for 
four days. We had just sent out a 
camel caravan to search for them 
when we saw them creeping over a 
ridge miles away.” 

Description of Venus. 

The Libyan Venus, to which Count 
de Prorok referred, is a small stone 
statuette of great antiquity found near 
the tomb of Tin-Hanan. Count De 
Prorok said it may date from nearly 
100,000 B. C. . The treasures found in 
the tomb, in which a skeleton was dis- 
covered, included “a golden diadem. 
dotted with stars, five necklaces of 
precious stone, 18 bracelets, nine of 
them gold and nine silver; furnishings 
of delicately carved wood, a complete

opening, separating the edges of the 
tear and wearing thin, the edges of 
the torn section. 

The heavy springs in the usual 
truss pressed into the body, many 
times injuring the kidneys and caus- 
ing unrepairable damage to the 
back, where the heavy steel pressed 
into the tender nerves, centered in 
the spinal column. Besides this, so 
cruel was the old-fashioned truss, it 
was impossible to sleep in the ap- 
paratus, with the result that in sleep 
‘many times, the rupture “came out” 
and even a doctor was unable to 
replace it.

New Playgrounds;

The announcement that was made 
last week that Atlanta’s West End 
is te have a new civi¢ park—a breath- 
ing space of 25 acres. in which chil- 
dren in this section of the city can 
enjoy sports and pleasures—where 
old people can assemble for an hour 
of social intercourse in the afternoons 
and mornings, and where middle-aged 
people may take their children. for a 
few hours of pleasure. The news was 
received with much pleasure by the 
people of West End. 

Atlanta has been remiss in provid- 
ing such breathing spaces for her peo- 
ple, according to real estate men and 
those who have observed the growth 
of the city. Atlanta would have 
profited much by .providing more 
space for the enjoyment of the citi- 
zens, and this would have been a 
larger town,‘it is believed, if the city 
fathers and -the citizens had taken 
pains to see that more open spaces 
had been provided as the city grew 
in population and importance. . 

“Some of us make serious mis- 
takes,” said a real estate man in dis- 
cussing this problem, “and we are 
prone to look with a disapproving 


eye upon efforts that are being made 
by the more public spirited citizens 
and those who are able to see far in 


advance of us, that we will some dry 
be in vital. need of parks and play- 
grounds. Atlanta is sure to grow to 
a city of 300,000, if not_ 500,000, and 
when we attain that proportion we 
will find ourselves shut in with big 
business buildings—structures that 
have been erected by great financial 
interests that are counting only upon 
the return on the dollar, and there 
will be no provisions made for the 
open spaces—the breathing places and 
the playgrounds, that New York’s 
planners, Cleveland planners, Au- 
gusta, Ga., planners and. other civic 
planners wisely ptovided for, We 
will find ourselves in much the same 
position that the crowded east side 
of New York is in today, with thou- 
sands of children playing in a crowd- 
ed street, impeding progress, defiant 
of the stream of traffic, oblivious to 
danger in their eagerness to have a 
breath of air and an opportunity to 
stretch their limbs. 

“(hildren will not be driven from 
their right to enjoy themselves and 
unless Atlanta takes advantage of her 
present opportunity to rearrange her 
civie centers and to provide for the 
children’ who are coming on, and who 
will demand the right to enjoy their 
young lives, we are more than likely to 
have the blame of our descendants 
heaped upon our heads.”

PROFESSOR FORMS 
CHEMICAL SENATE

its regular meeting Tuesday after- 
noon, ; . 

The report was first made public 
several months ago by Joel Hunter, 
chairman of the commission. 

Changes Recommended. 

Other changes in the present school 
system, as recommended in the re- 
port are: 

Reduction of the personnel of the 
board from 12 members, one named 
by each of the 12 wards, to nine 
members, all to be named by voters of 
the city-at-large. 

Consolidation of the Tech High and 
Boys’ High school and the boys de- 
partment of Commercial High school 
and also the consolidation of the girls’ 
department of Commercial High with 
Girls’ High. 

That t e schools receive no less a 
proportion of city’s funds than at 
present but that the schools be given 
a certzin percentage of revenue from 
taxes only, instead of 26 per cent of 
all current revenue, as at present. 

at all portable’ schools 
abolished. 

That the board be allowed to ex- 
pend its funds and _ control schools 
independent of council except that the 
mayor be given veto powers over all 
school expenditures. ° 

The report expressed opposition to 
any plan to allow the schoo] board 
to levy taxes or to certify to a sepa- 
rate tax for school purposes.

Little Rock, Ark., December 5.—(@) 
Charges that Lee Wilson & Co., oper- 
ating large plantations in Mississippi 
Arkansas, had mistreated 
Mexican labor imported from Texas 
to harvest the cotton crop’ were de- 
clared to be unfounded in a report 
made to Governor Tom J, Terrall to- 
day by Dwight Blackwood, state 
treasurer, who investigated the 
charges at the request of the governor.

If 
it applies to the situation as it now stands then the Southern 
conference is going to lose some very valuable men, among 
them Don Miller, freshman coach at Goaenie Tech; Jim Crowley, | 
backfield coach at Georgia, and Earl Neale, head coach at Wir- 
ginia. Crowley and Miller have signed contracts to play pro- 
fessional football, and: it is believed Bill Fincher, line coach at 
Tech, would not be averse to scraping up a few dollars playing 
professionally this winteg. 

HERE is an impression that the nile’ has. not been made so“as to 

apply to those coaches and officials who:now are in good standing, 
but the wording of the rule is plain enough. If enforced to the letter as 
brought to Atlanta by the Associated Press it would affect those men now 
employed. 

The rule new is a rule and that only. It has not yet been 
intorporated into the bylaws of the conference and will not be 
until next fall. That fact also may stand as a protective barrier 
for those who have dabbled with football professionally. In 
writing the new addition to the by-laws some s biemeae probably 
will be made to take care of the situation.

Athens, Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Two years ago when there 
was so much pessimism about the 


growing of cotton under bol) weevil 
conditions, the Atlanta and West 
Point and associate line, the Georgia 
railroad, with confidence in the possi- 
bilities of growing cotton profitably 
regardless of the bol weevil, chose the 
medium of encouraging the cotton 
club boys under the leadership of the 
State College of Agriculture. 

After a conference with G. V. Cun- 
ningham, state boys’ club agent, a 
prize trip to the national boys’ and 
girls’ club congress held in connection 
with the international live stock show 
in Chieago was offered to the boy 
along these lines producing the largest 
yield of cotton on an acre of land. — 

The result was that 425 boys en- 
rolled in 1924 in the cotton clubs of 
that territory. Charles Frank Greene, 
of Troup county, won the trip with a 
yield of 2,860 pounds seed cotton, that 
ginned out 1,012 pounds lint cotton. 
This gave him a profit of $203.80. 

So successful was this contest that 
the railroad in 1925 increased its 
offer to two of these trips, one for 
each line. Five hundred and sixty 
boys enrolled in this contest from the, 


following counties along the lines: 
Richmond 31, McDuffie 28, Warren 
12, Hancock 47, Bibb 2, Baldwin 30, 
Greene 15, Morgan 60, Newton 108, 
Walton 84, Clarke 30, Fulton 10, De- 
Kalb 15, Campbell 5, Coweta 16, 
Troup 11, Wilkes 42, Rockdale 14. 


The following were the successful. 


boys in this contest: Eugene Elder, 
of Hancock county, on the Georgia 
railroad, ‘who produced 1,530 pounds 
seed cotton at a profit of $105.76. 
He was tied with a like yield. by 
Alton Baugh, of the same county, so 
the railroad gave him a trip also. On 
the Atlanta and West Point | line, 
Henry Williams, a 11-year-old 
produced the winning yield of 1,789 


wounds seed cotton at a profit of 


$116.98. 

The prizes offered have not gnly 
stimulated cotton club work among 
the boys along these lines of railroad, 
but has been a_ strong contributing 
cause to the stimulation of enrollment 
in other sections of the state, agri- 
culturists state. 

The winners of the contests are 
now in Chicago, the guests of the rail- 
road, and in addition to attending the 
international congress are seeing the 
sights of that .city. 


POOR CONSTRUCTION 
BLAMED FOR CRASH 
OF NAVAL CQLLIER 


Norfolk, Va., December 5.—(#)— 
Weakness of construction and design 
and not weather conditions caused the 
naval collier Orion to buckle and nearly 
break in two off Cape Henry Wednes- 
day night, Comma‘der L. J. Gulliver, 
captain of the vessel, declared today 
before the board of inquiry appoint- 
ed to investigate the damage to the 
ship and its cause. 

Commander Gulliver’s testimony be- 
fore the board was taken by naval 
officials as bearing out the belief in 
some quarters that the mysterious total 
disappearance of the collier Cyclops 
with all hands in 1918, was caused by 
virtually the ship action as that which 
put the Orion out of commission and’ 
which it is now generally believed 
will send her-to the scrap heap. 

“The commanding officer,” Com- 
mander Gulliver declared, “is firmly 
of the opinion, and this view is shared 
by the officers of the Orion that a 
ship structurally sound would have 
experienced no trouble under the sea 
conditions prevailing when the ship 
buckled. No one felt the slightest 
apprehension that the condition did 
not warrant the ship from continuing 
on her course.”

ADOPTED BY FORD 


The little matter of “bills” is now 
worrying big business, although not 
in the same sense that it has always 
qualified as the bane of existence of 
the average householder.

Automobile manufacturers, steel

That move is 
expressed in the uniform invoice. 

Investigation by efficiency engi- 
neers has disclosed the fact that one 
type of invoice form entirely covers 
the field. It was evolved after some 
years of study. by the Ford Motor 
company. The makers of Ford cars, 
dealing with practicaly every type of 
concern devised an invoice form that 
incorporated the individual needs of 
every business, and passed it along 
to the concerns with which it was in 
contact for their use. It now appears 
that the form will come into general 
use throughout the entire country. 

“In keeping with the idea of sery- 
ice,” a statement by the company ex- 
plains, “‘we have been passing on to 
the organizations with which we are 
in contact a condensed form of in- 
voice which means the same kind of a 
saving for those firms as in ours. 
The saving begins when the invoice 
is first typed by the seller and con- 
tinues even after it is filed away by 
the customer. Time is saved in at 
least a dozen points of handling; pa- 
per is saved which would amount to 
an amazing total for a year in a large 
organization; postage is greatly re- 
duced and delays eut. Another vital 
factor is the reduction of the danger 
of error, in itself a conelusive argu- 
ment.”

tioned. 

This year, the communication stat- 
ed, the company has stated it cannot 
enter into any agreement establishing 
a new wage scale, or of even main- 
taining the present scale, unless given 
relief by the city and the public servy- 
ice commission.

To Carry On 
Prison Reform Work 


Mrs. Ben Simcox, the newly appoint- 
ed legislative chairman for the Atlanta 
Woman’s club, will lose no time in 
‘putting forth every effort to carry on 


the very necessary work of prison re- 
form in Georgia, which was advocated 
by the Woman’s club during the last 
session of the legislature, when the 
club had the indorsement of numerous 
other organizations in asking for a 
state’ mental examiner for the prisons 
of the state, as the first step in a much 
needed reform. 

Mrs. Simcox has studied the situa- 
tion in Georgia with the greatest in- 
terest and in this connection brings 
out the following sugggestions in furth- 
ering the efforts of the club in bring- 
ing about this reform: 


The General Federation of Wom- 
en*s Clubs in Washington, D. C., gives 
us the following through Mrs. John D. 
Sherman: “People are. beginning to 
find that real living in giving, 
and that genuine and lasting pleasure 
comes only to those who give st. 
For that reason we are making évery 
effort to awaken an enthusiasm among 
the young women to give of - their 
many talents to help us im raising the 
standards of living generally. It is 
the purpose of the general federation 
to encourage all women to organize, 

to read, to think, to investigate, to 
| bulld up an intelligent army, able and 
\ready to cope with the manifold prob- 
'lems of today. 
| “One of the problems confronting 
| us at present is the condition of pris- 
‘ons and it is the deep desire of the 
_ Atlanta Woman’s club to help carry 
| the torch into the future in the line 
of prison reform. Prisons were first 
‘looked upon as a possible means of 
‘reformation, ‘but prison management 
and discipline have not am pace with 

he oldest 
form of forcible repression of crime 
(was execution. Civilization advanced 
to transportation, or the establishment 
of penal: colonies to which criminals 
were removed. A third and later form 
is the prison. It was primarily a 
place for the detention of persons 
, charged with crimes until they were 
tried. It is only in comparatively re- 
| cent times that the prison itself, has 
come to be regulated as a place of 
punishment. The name ‘jail’ is now 
‘generally used to designate the place 
where persons under accysation are 
kept, pending 
their guilt or inno¢ence. Of all the in- 
stitutions of this kind in the state of 
Georgia, the county jails are the most 
unsatisfactory, because prisoners of 
all grades, of all ages and sometimes 
even of both sexes are herded together. 
For over a century, the idea of refor- 
|mation has played an wr serps part 
‘in modern prison systems, but attempts 
‘have been made to improve the condi- 
tion of the prisoner, to give more hu- 
mane treatment, rather than to the 
reformation of the criminal; the prob- 
lem of restoring the criminal to his 
place in society, or saving him from 
himself, being a later work. 


“We point with pride to the activi- 
ty of the president of the Atlanta 
Woman’s club, Mrs. Norman Sharp, 
and her assistants, whose efforts to 
help solve this universal problem have 
crystallized into a resolution or act, 
the gist of which is to have a scientific 
segregation of ‘prisoners according to 
their mental development, or vicious- 
ness of character.’ This was indicated 
in the resolution adopted by the At- 
lanta Woman's club, asking for a 
state mental examiner in the prisons, 
which received the indorsement of the 
‘state prison commission, through J udge 
T. E.ePatterson who states in his mes- 
sage on the subject to the club that 
‘one of the faults of the state peniten- 
tiary system is that there.is no effort 
to, and no way to, segregate the pris- 
oners according to their mental de- 
velopment or viciousness of character.’ 
It is easy to decide in a moment that 
a feeble-minded offender of the law 
should not be placed in the same cell 
with a depraved maniac, nor a juvenile 
‘first termer,’ be thrown in with ‘lifers’ 
and professional crooks, but this is 
done, and is the reason our jails and 
convict camps have been called schools 
of crime, rades of crime are ac- 
knowledged by thé state, but only half 
way acknowledgement is made of the 
grades of criminals. 

“The first steps of the Atlanta 
Woman'sclub may tale time but they 
will not be allowed to become passive 


{or seem feeble as long as there exists 


such a great need for such steps to be 
taken. The date of the biennial ses- 
sion of the Georgia legislature gives 
‘us time for study and consideration 
'and the committee is compiling infor- 
mation and disseminating it so that 
hen the proper time comes we will 
able to sponsor the cause with all 
the force that is needed.” '

Fine Arts Chairman 
Issues Letter From 
National Chairman 


Mrs. W. R. Johnston, of Sylvester, 
chairman of fine arts for the state 
federation, has received the following 
letter from Mrs. V. 8. Berry, national 
fine arts chairman concerning the 
building of the fine arts gallery in 
Washington, D. C.: 

With the approach of the next session 
of congress, it is essential that we do some 
seriohs work to secure the appropriation of 
$10,000,000 which we are asking for the 
building of a national gallery in Washing- 
ton, D. C. If the gallery were less the 
affair of everybody, it would be easier to 
make certain of the proper effort. But since 
it requires the united action of the states, 
from Maine to California and from Florida 
to Washington, the matter has lagged for 
years. The United States is the only nation 
in the world that has no national gallery 
of art. The United States—the richest coun- 
try in the world; the land given in many 
instances to absolute idealism; the land 
where the individual counts for more than 
anywhere on earth, if he is alive to his 
surroundings; the land whose people have 


been so splendid in their ability to look 
forward: the land toward which all nations 
of the world look for guidance and leader- 
ship, is the one nation that has never recog- 
nized art as an asset,’ nor its artists as 
worthy of recognition, or their work as 
worthy of preservation—this though Europe 
has placed the American painter on the 
heights with her own, by prizes, awards, 


scholarships and positions of honor, for 125 


years. 
Another Side, 


This places the United Staies in a position 
to take second place among all nations in 
the appreciation of a subject which ranks 
with the spiritual and the loftiest elements 
in a civilization, and is greatly te be re- 
gretted, But there is another side of the 
question. For many years the United States 
has been the recipient of paintings - and 
sculpture to the amount of $500,000 annually. 
These gifts have now reached millions in 
value, but they cannot be exhibited. They 
are hanging in offices, in corridors, on tem- 
porary screens and stored in vaults in W ash- 
ington, D. C. This is not all, The time 
have arrived when they cannot conveniently 
accept more, because storage of the proper 
kind is scarcely available. Consequently, 
the gifts are falling off. The large museums 
of the states and the great cities are being 
offered paintings if they will hang them un- 
tM such times as the United States can ac- 
cept and hang them. Of course these mu- 
seuros refuse such temporary bequests, and 
even they are lost to the nation. Now it is 
incredible that this nation should leave it- 
self in a position where, at an inestimable 
loss to itself, it cannot receive gifts, let 
alone assemble a collection of its art for 
itself as it should. This is not an exag- 
geration; it is nearer an understatement of 
the truth: and it would be. laughable if it 
were not a matter of keenest regret, to say 
nothing of absolute tolly. 

For years the general federation in con- 
vention assembled and threugh its art di- 
vision has pledged its support to the mat- 
ter of attaining a national gallery. Just 
now is the time when every effort should 
be expended for the cause. A list of build- 
ings which the government especially needs 
will be prepared and presented to the com- 
iug session of congress, and after that a 
building budget suitable to meet the expense 
of the building plan will be apportioned, 
and the national gallery must be among the 
buildings listed or it_will mean another long 
delay. Every additional year means serious 
loss to the nation in the way of art treas- 
ures, and the nation should not have to suf- 
fer such loss because of the indifference of 
those of us who know. 

We beg you to bring this before your 
conventions and obtain favorable action— if 
not your conventions, then your board. After 
having done this, then send the resolution 
to the Washington representatives from your 
state immediately before congress meets, 
with the request that they consider the ap- 
propriation favorably, and beg that they 
write you of the sanction and approval of 
this appropriation. Do not stop until you

Nadfrat W oman’ 
Unusual Position in State W ork 


s Club Holds 


Among the clubs of the Georgia 


federation, the Nadfrat Woman’s 
club of Atlanta holds a distinct and 
unique position in that it is the first 
and only organization of deaf women 
in America to become affiliated with 
a state federation of women’s clubs. 
A photograph of the organization ap- 
pears in today’s picture gravure sec- 
tion of The Constitution. 


The club was organized in 1620 to 
promote the. civic, cultural and re- 
ligious advancement of the deaf of 
Atlanta and vicinity and to create a 
broader understanding between the 
hearing and those less fortunate. 


The name “Nadfrat” is a derivation 
from the two largest deaf organiza- 
tions in the world: N. A. D. (Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf) and 
the “Frats” (National Fraternal So- 
ciety of the Deaf), an insurance com- 
pany owned and managed exclusively 
by and for the deaf, 


The work of the club is primarily 
of a limited nature, but much inter- 
est has always been shown in the 
work of the federation, especially the 
Tallulah Falls school, and contribu-

tions made to its maintenance. The 
women sponsor monthly social get-to- 
gethers disseminate educational lit- 
erature pf a progressive ‘nature and 
encourage and foster a national spirit 
of cooperation in all movements for 
the welfare of the deaf everywhere. 

The club recently launched a na- 
tion-wide campaign for funds with 
which to erect a small clubhouse 
which is to serve as a community cen- 
ter for the deaf all over the state. 

At a recent meeting of the fifth 
district clubs, held at College Park, 
the president, Mrs. W. W. McLean, 
was asked to give a Scriptural. read- 
ing in signs, which proved very in- 
teresting to those present.

Mrs. McElroy Issues Message 
To Presidents and Chairmen 


Mrs. J. E. Mc@Blroy,. state chair 
man of jails for the Georgia federa- 
tion, has issued the followtng mes- 
sage to the district presidents, the 
chairmen of jail improvement in each 
district, 

Her message is as follows: 

“Just a message of encouragement to 
the district presidents and the, jail 
improvements chairmen. Jail condi- 
tions in Georgia, generally speaking, 
are improving in a niutmber of ways. 
At the meeting of the 1924 American 
Prison association, Georgia was men- 
tioned along with New York, Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania as showing 
the greatest jail improvement in our 
country. It is very gratifying for 
every clubwoman and Georgian to 


_know that in this humanitarian work 


Georgia has had notable attention 
elsewhere. The states of Missouri and 
Illinois are paying Georgia the com- 
pliment of following Georgia's lead in 
attempting to take stock of their 
crime problems. Canada is also ask- 
ing our advice on our jail regula- 
tions. While we are feeling so very 
proud of ourselves in this advance- 
ment, we must pay tribute to others 
also. Hugh Fuller, of the state pub- 


lic welfare department, has assisted 


me and my co-laborers, in-season and 
out of season, and his encouraging 
cooperation is most gratefutiy ac- 
knowledged. Georgia’s work along 
these lines, coming from the general 
federation is fine. All these things 
are distinct steps in the right tdirec- 
tion, but our county jails are far 
from being what they should be. Our 
jails are a part of our community 
life just as our courthouse and the 
court itself is a part of our com- 
munity life, and that crime is inter- 
locked: with the jail caftnot be con- 
sidered’ by itself slone, but reflects 
by its condition the progressiveness 
of that- particular community. In 
my jail visiting the sheriff remarked 
that “after a visit from persons in- 
terested in ‘jail improvement’ the 
prisoners observed better sanitary 


rules than before for several days.” 


In the coming near yuletide I am 
asking each jail chairman to carry a 
day of brightness to those detained 
in ofr county jails. Try to obtain 
clean beds, clean, wholesome food and 
clean cells. They have a right to 
expect that in addition to warmth and 
ventilation.”

A symposium has Just been made 
public by the American Foundation 
maintaining the American peace 
award, which was” established by 
Edward W. Bok of Philadelphia, to 
administer his $100,000 _ peace 
prize. A foreword to the list of 
statements of opinion on American 
entrance into the court reads: 

“Not more thah one in ten in a ran- 
dom selection of leading citizens op- 
pose the adherence of the United 
States to the world court. Those 
who have written the American Foun- 
dation their views favoring or oppos- 
ing the court represent all political 
parties and many diverse professional 
and business interests. 

“The sum of the inquiry results in 
a conviction that President Coolidge 
will have thordughgoing popular sup- 
port in his announced intention to 


urge senate action on the adherence 
to the court on the Harding-Hughes- 
Coolidge terms at the coming session, 
The senate debates on the court are 
scheduled to begin on December 17, 
next.” 


And -yet, while popular support 
of the court proposal may be ten 
to one, as claimed—and it seems to 
be conseryative—it is not improb- 
able that another long-drawn-out 
fight in the senate may follow the 
introduction of the resolution, and 
that the date agreed upon for a 
vote—December 17—may be de- 
ferred; Such a situation can be 
precipitated by the radical group in 
the senate—some of whom were of 
the group of irreconcilables and ob- 
structionists who defeated the peace 
treaty’s ratification in 1920, and 
precipitated a commodity depres- 
sion in. this country that’ brought 
ten million farmers to their knees.

TEXT AND PRETEXT 
Mitchell and Scopes, a Parallel 
BY M. ASHBY JONES, D. D. 


While the trial of Colonel Mitchell 
has been winding its weary length 
through the headlines of our papers, 
involuntarily my mind has gone back 
to that other legal vaudeville, which 
was staged in Dayton, Tenn., during 
the heated summer months. I won- 
dered why two causes so strikingly 
different should have this mental as- 
sociation. -In-both causes the human 
interest quickly cast into the shadow- 
ed background the purely legal issue 
involved. We might say that this is 
characteristic of the sporting ~1n- 
stincts of an American audience. 
Principles are quickly overshadowed 
by the keen interest aroused by the 
personalities of the contestants. In 
both of these trials the legal issue 


}seemed so simple, as to require but 


little court procedure. Scopes clearly 
defied a legal statute of the state of 
Tennessee. He made no denial of this 
fact. However, when the cause came 
to trial, he attempted to defend his 
act by attacking the right of the leg- 
islature to enact the statute, and ap- 
pealed to the principles of freedom of 
research and teaching. 

Colonel Mitchell seems to have very 
clearly violated the well established 
code of military discipline, by publicly 
criticising his military superiors. He 
makes no denial of the language used, 
nor of the occasion of his utterance. 
His defense is that what he said was 
true, and that military authorities 
have no right to suppress the freedom 
of speech of one who seeks the wel- 
fare of the service. 


Discipline or Development? 

It seems perfectly clear to the lay- 
man that just so long as we have a 
military establishment, there must be 
military discipline, To allow a sub- 


ordinate to question and argue about 
his orders, or to criticize the policy 
of his superiors, would very quickly 
destroy the efficiency of an army. 
And yet it is equally clear that such 
a system is deadly to anything like 
the development of personality. Its 
whole tendency is to suppress orig- 
inality of thinking, and to kill indi- 
vidual -initiative. . Machine-like’ ebe- 
dience to orders, and unquestioning 
conformity to custom, will inevitably 
crush all personal characteristics, 
and tend to standardize all the mem- 
bers of the system according to one 
pattern. In a word, the military sys- 
tem is a direct contradiction to our 


ideal of a citizen of democracy. Here 
is another witness to the unmitigated 
evil of war. So long as the world 
is threatened with war, the army is 
necessary, and yet it must be counted 
as a necessary evil. 


Now, let us turn again to find our 
parallel in the Scopes trial, Was not 
the idea of the legislature, and those 
who promoted the statute forbidding 


the teaching of a certain theory of 
physical science, the military Mlea, ap- 
plied to education? Yeuth is not to 
be taught to think. Youth must not 
ask questions or criticize. One goes 
to school to be told. This is bad 
enough when applied simply to secular 
education, but when this military idea 
invades the realm of religious educa- 
tion, it seems to me to be entirely 
vicious. . We need to dace this funda- 
mental principle, that only what one 
thinks for himself has any intellectual 
value; only what one chooses for him- 
self has any moral worth. and only 
that which he believes for himself has 
any redeeming power. 
The Military Legend. 

The world has been so_long dom- 
inated by the military idea, that it 
has invaded many phases of our think- 
ing and living. Nowhere has it been 
more persistent, or more harmful, than 
in the realm of education. The idea 
has been that boys should be “discip- 
lined” for life. Therefore, a military 
school is the proper place for them 
to be educated. A little clear think- 
ing will reveal the truth, that the 
life which the boy is expected to live 
as a citizen of a democracy, is di- 
ametrically op to the life he 
would have to live as a soldier. All 
citizens are equal. A democracy is a 
self-governing system, and its citi- 
zens should learn to intelligently criti- 
cize its government, think for them- 
selves, and take the initiative in pub- 
lic affairs. Preparation for such a 
life cannot be gained under a military 
system of training. It can produce an 
imperial Prussian z:ystem, but not a 
self-governing democracy. So long as 
we must have an army, We must have 
a military school, but we must face 
the fact, that such a school can train 
boys to be soldiers, but it cannot de- 
velop boys into self-governjng citi- 
zens. . 

Colonel Mitchell has be@n guilty of 
the crime of acting as a citizen while 


holding an office in the-army. Scopes 
became the victim of the military idea 
applied to public education. 


Jones, of Meriwether,

Editor Constitution: I notice that your 
paper published my name with other mem- 
bers of the legislature as being opposed to 
an extra session of the general assembly. 


Will you please do me the kindness to 
state that I am not “opposed to an extra 
session, strongly in favor of an immediate 
call by the governor, at least for the pur- 
pose of submitting a bond issue for pared 
highways and for paying the old pen- 
sioners.

There can be .no doubt that thon- 
sands of Georgians have also changed their 
views on this subject, which is evident from 
the large number of counties recently vot- 
ing bonds and others to vote on the ques- 
tion at an early date for paved roads. The 
state should also, in my opinion, issue 
bonds in some amount, for most of the 
counties are proceeding on the plan that 
the state end federal governments will 
match their funds. 

Your daily papers and civic organizations 
wonderfully in creating 
this sentiment for good roads and they 
should not step back now and let the 
eounties alone issue bonds. There are two 
reasons why the state should go forward 
with a bond issue, one, as just stated, that 
the counties are bonding themselves expect- 
ing their money to be matched, the other 
reason is that a number of the weaker 
counties cannot possibly pavo their roads 
without state aid. All thinking people and 
business men now concede that nothing 
will attract investors as much as paved 
roads will do.

The credit supply grows ever. It is 
measured by the proportion of de- 

sits to loans. By that measure it

It is for this 
reason that bankers are so keenly in- 
terested in pushing forward more for- 
eign loans. Hence foreign lending has 
been resumed again.

Georgia Urged To! ncrease 
Yearly Wheat Rroduction 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN. 
Specialist in Agriculture and Eco- 
nomics, Georgia Department of Agri- 
' culture. 
The wheat crop is the most. varia- 


‘ble, in point of acreage, of all the 
major crops in the United States. Of 
wheat, there is either over-production 
or under-consumption more often than 
of any other crop. 

In addition, the world’s crop totaled 
3,294,672,000 bushels. The United 
State crop totaled 797,381,000 bushels 
or 24.2 per cent of the world's oY 
The 10 cotton states produced 68,572,- 
000 bushels, or 8.5 per cent of the 
United States crop. 

Georgia is not a wheat state, but 
she can produce comparatively large 
crops whenever she determines so to 
do. In 1860, when we _ successfully 
and uniformly practiced systeniatic 
ero diversification and _ livestock 
farming, our per capita production of 
sapent was two and two-fifths bush- 
els. + 

The annual average production for 
three years, 1918, 1919, 1920 was 2,- 
495,333 bushels, a per capita of only 
one and one-sixth bushels. 

There were years other than those 
just mentioned, notably 1915, when 
Georgia produced 3,575 bushels 
of fine wheat ; 1916, 8,808,000 bushels. 
Results were directly traceable to 
better grain, treatment of grain 
against rust, more liberal fertiliza- 
tion. 

The per capita consumption of 
wheat in 1 was 6 bushels. We 

roduced only 1 1-6 bushels per cap- 
ta, hence we had to go into the mar- 
kets and buy enough to supply the 
deficit. af 

While it is true that the United 
States annually F agai only 25 per 
cent of the world’s crop, we annually 
export 150,000, and import y 
000,000 bushels. <An_ aditional fact;

NEW YORK dentist writes 
that he feels it incumbent on 
him to bawl me out for my 
articles on brushing the teeth. 
che unfortunate part of it ts, 
he says, “that fundamentally 
you are right, actually, and in prac- 
tice, you are not altogether correct.”’ 


Where | spilled the beans, [| sup- 
pose, was in declaring flatly that the 
tooth-brushing riie is only a sad waste 
of time. My New York dentist friend 
isn’t an enthusiast about brushing the 
teeth, and a few years ago he. made 
some sensible public assertions about 
it which rather startled the plain peo- 
ple, but | do not remember exactly 
what his views were and he does not 
point out where I am not altogether 
correct. He does kinda flap my sails 
by asking some pertinent questions: 

“Po you brush your teeth—pre- 
supposing that you are not edentul- 
ous? If not, how long is it since you 
have stopped the villainous habit? |! 
have told you often that an individual 
with a perfect occlusion, on an ideal 
diet, would not have to brush his 
teeth. I guess in my years of prac- 
tice | have seen one perfect occlu- 
sion.”’ 

Now I remember that my New 
York dentist friend maintains that 
some artificial method of cleansing 
the teeth is required whenever the oc- 
jusion 1s faulty. In that he is at 
.east logical—and it is somewhat dis- 
concerting to encounter sound logic 
in a mere dentist. 


Answering the questions, | am not

lost ’em because I had so much faith 
in the toothbrush that I failed to seek 
the services of the dentist in time to 
prevent irreparable damage to the 
teeth by caries.

tious soap ten years ago. I discarded 
the toothbrush five years ago. My den- 
tist discovers no new trouble, no caries 
or decay beginning since I hung up 
the toothbrush for keeps. Brushing 
the teeth usually does no harm, but I 
stopped the rite in my own case after 
thirty years’ trial and I believe, now, 
that I wasted all the time I gave the 
rite in the 30 years. 


A St. Louis dentist writes that he 
agrees with me in “99% of your 
ideas,” and he says,*"“Your article ‘Use 
Your Jaw to Save Your Teeth’ was 
excellent, but the difficulty is to get 
it into the heads of the people that 
good: teeth cannot be taken out of a 
tube of tooth-paste.’”’ My St. Louis 
dentist friend asks me to tell the ex- 
pectant mother that she won’t mark 
her offspring if she has her teeth re- 
paired or extracted in the course of 
pregnancy, which I have been telling 
her for several years, and he hopes I 
will impress on the Wisenheimers that 
the first permanent molar (common- 
ly called six-year molar) is not a baby 
tooth. 


Back to little old N’Yawk for a 
curtain lecture from another dentist 
friend who says if he were writing 
articles for newspapers and suddenly 
fdund himself mentally stale, without 
any real subject of value at hand, he 
would confine himself to answering 
the queries of correspondents, and not 
be so undignified as to criticise a pro- 
fession (meaning dentistry) of which 
he knew so little. Somehow this 
friend reminds me of the old woman 
who is always referring to a ‘‘cer- 
tain party.”’ I reckon my friend was 
annoyed at some truths I uttered about 
some of his profession, of course, in 
my charming sarcastic vein, in a re- 
cent article he mentions, ‘‘Here’s 
Something to Chew On.” He quotes 
a particularly annoying sentence from 
that article: 


nentenesllliaieieaiaie 


“The only trouble with the dental 
profession is that some members of it 
get to thinking they know about as 
much as the doctors do.” That, my 
dentist friend opines, certainly. doesn’t 
apply to ordinary knowledge, and he 
thinks I should have said ‘‘as much as 
the doctors know about medicine.” 


HE amendment is accepted. 
That’s What I meant. . I had just 


been pointing out in the article in 
which ‘that sentence occurred how den- 
tistry is really a medical specmlty, but 
unfortunately it has drifted too far 
away from the parent profession and 
has grown too independent, — Certain- 
ly, 1 mean medicine—medical science. 
The earlier years in the course of in- 
struction in the dental school are the 
same in all subfects as the earlier 
years in the medical school. And my 
curtain lecturing friend reminds me 
that dental state board examinations 
(for license) are as rigid and difficult 
in the fundamentals, anatomy, histol- 
ogy, physiology, pathology and chem- 
istry, as are medical state board ex- 
aminations. That is as it should be, 
too. 


In fact, the only trouble I can find 
with the dentists is that they have cut 
too far adrift. Of Course, nursing Is 
not a profession, but there is a’ grow- 
ing inclination or tendency among the 
nurses to attempt to establish for 
themselves an independent status— 
independent of the medical profession, 
I mean. It can’t be done. Not nurses, 
but little tin doctors, are seeking such 
a status. A good nurse is the doctor’s 
accomplice and the moment she un- 


dertakes to secure independence of the™ 


medical profession, marks the begir 
ning of her downfall as a ministering 
angel to the sick, even though it en- 
ables her to engage in a kind of un- 
licensed practice of medicine. 
Modern dentistry is unique among 


medical specialties, in that one may 
legitimately enter upon the practice of 
this specialty without first havin ng 
qualified for a license to practice me 
icine. In no other specialty is this 
possible, within the law. dness 
knows it takes the dentist long enough 
these days to get through the course 
laid down for hint and secure his 
license to practice dentistry. But that 
is not as it should be. It should take 
him as long as it takes the medical stu- 
dent to obtain his degree and then 
such special or technical post-gradu- 
ate instruction as the educators may 
deem necessary to make the man safe 
to let loose on the public. Nowadays 
a dentist requires at least an elemen- 
tary medical and surgical: knowledge, 
since he assumes medical and surgi- 
cal responsibilities and he should be 
prepared to deal properly with the 
emergencies which occur in his prac- 
tice. 


If the dentists are right in carry- 
ing on without even a liaison with the 
parent profession, then we ought to 
license oculists, orthopedists and gyne- 
cologists without regard for their med- 
ical training. 

Meanwhile, let us formulate these 
rules for saving the teeth: 

i—Consume a quart of pure raw 
milk daily. 

2—Make the leafy vegetables an

The Child Is Example. 


HOSE who speak of ingsatitude 


usually begin with the child. A 
child is born into the world the most 
helpless of all creatures; for years it 
could not live but for the affectionate 
and devoted cate of parents, or of 
those who:.stand in the. place of par- 
ents. If;-when it grows up, ‘it be- 
comes indifferent; f its. heart grows 
cold, and it becontes ungrateful, it 
arouses universal indignation. Poets 
and writers of prose have -exhausted 


all the epithets in their efforts to de- 


scribe. an ungrateful child. Shake- 


$peare’s. words are ‘probably those 
‘most.quoted: 


“How sharber than a serpent’s

But if is not my purpose to speak 
of thankless children; | shall- rather 
make application of the rebuke to the 
line of work i in which I have been an- 
gaged. For some thirly years my 
time, by fate or fortune, has been de- 
voted largely to the study and discus- 
sion of the problems of government, 
and I have had occasion to note the 
apathy and indifference of citizens. 1 
have seen reforms delayed and the 
suffering of the people prolonged by 
lack of vigilance. Let us, therefore, 
consider together for a little while 
some of the priceless gifts that come 
io us because we live under the Stars

described in language—gifts which 
are received and enjoyed by «many 
without any sense of obligation, and 
without any resolve to repay the debt 
due to society.

surrounded by opportunities, that it 
entérs school as early as the law will 
rermit. It does not go to school, it 
is -sént. to. school, and we are so 
anxious that it shall lose no time that, 
if there is ever a period in the child’s 
life when the mother is uncertain as 
to its exact age, this is the time. I 
heard of a little boy, who, when asked 
how old he was, replied, ‘I am five on 
the train, seven in school and six at

tal examination is THE way to con- 


serve the teeth. The cow and the 
dog both preserve their teeth very 
well without using the superfluous 
merchandise. ~The child should be 
encouraged to gnaw at bones as a 
baby (as soon as he has any teeth to 


gnaw with) and to crack nuis and do 


other odd jobs with ’em as a healthy 
child, for this sort of exercise ofthe 
jaws, gums and teeth is, scientifically, 
about as important as the diet. 


«Craving for Soil. 


I.have a constant craving for black 
earth, and the only relief I can get 
is by eating some precipitated chalk, 
but in half an hour I begin to feel 
the craving again. This has bothered 
me for years. Please answer. (K. R. 
S.) 

Answer—tThis craving for dirt or 
soil is called pica and is not a serious 
thing in itself. The chief danger is 
infection by germs present in the earth 
er soil or infestation with parasites, 
the microscope eggs of which are in- 
gested in the soil (such as hookworm, 
and common roundworm, otherwise 
known as lumbricoid and “stomach” 
worm). Bake the sand or earth you 
use and no great harm will come from 
eating it. Why not eat some eggshell 
(which is almost pure calcium carbon- 
ate) by way of occasional change 
from the chalk (which is practically 
the same thing). Maybe the chew- 
ing of some unmilled raw wheat or 
other natural grain would satisfy the 
craving. Wild rice is pretty good to 
chew—for anybody. Thess sugges- 
tions are merely harmless. I do not

Educated Often Ungrateful. 


How do we feel whem we complete 
me education?

De 
fe estimate the strength that eduea- 
on has breught to us and feel that, 
re should put that strength under 
eavier loads? We are raised by our 
tudy to an inteHectual eminence from 
thich we can secure a clearer view of 
e future: do we feel that we should

We 
ould, but deo we? I venture to as- 
‘ct that more than nine out of ten 
f those who receive into their lives, 
nd profits by, the-gift of education 
re as ungrateful as the nine lepers 
f whom the Bible tell us—they re- 
wive.they enjoy, but they give no 
aianks. 


Bible dees not say that any one ef the 
nine lepers used fer the injury of his 
fellows the strength that.

ATl that is said is that 
they were ungrateful; but how about 
those whe ge out from our ecelleges 
and universities? Are not many of 
these worse than ungrateful? I would

God's footsteol that has not as much 
right te all that life cam give as your 
child or my child. Exdueation increases 
one’s capacity for serviee and thus en- 
larges the reward that one can right- 
fully draw from society; therefore, 
every one is entitled to the advantages 
of education. 

There is no reason why every hu- 
man being should not have both a 


goed heart and a trained mind; but, 
if I were compelled to choose between 
the two. I would rather that one 
should have a goed heart than a train- 
ed mind. A goed heart can make a 
dull brain u: oful to society, but a bad 
heart canna make a*good mse of any 
brain, however trained or brilliant. 
Must Deal With Religion. 
When we deal with the heart we 
must deal with religion, for religion 
controls the heart; and, when we con- 
sider religion we find that the re- 
ligious environment that surrounds our 
young people is as favorable as their 
inteHectual environment. As in the 
case of education, lack of appreciation 
may be due in part to lack of oppoer- 
tunity to make comparisen. If we visit 
Asia, where the philosophy of Con- 


ship Buddha, or follow Mahomet, or 
obwerve the forms of the Hindu re- 
ligioy, we find that exeept where they 
rrowed from Cliristian nations, 
they have made no progress in fifteen 
hundred years, 

Here, all have the advantage of 
(Christian ideals, and yet, according to 
statistics, something more than half 
the adult males of the United States 


are not connected with any religious 


social, whether it affects iN 
organization. Some seoff at religion. only @ com 


his poelset. ns You have been mighty . 


and a few are outypeken enemies of 
the church. Can they be blind to the 
benefits conferred by our churches? 
Seenrity ef life and preperty ix not 
entirely due to criminal laws, to a 
sheriff in enech county, and to an occa: 
sional policeman. The conscience 
comes first; the law comes afterward. 


Law is but the crystallization of, 


conscience; moral sentiment must be 
created before it ean expres itself in 
the form of a statue. Every preacher 
and priest, therefore, whether his con- 
gregation be large er small, whe quick- 


ens the conscience of these whe hear | 


hime helps the community, Every 
church of every denomination, whether 
impertant or ee ar a that hel 
to- raise the standards of the 
land benefits who live under the 
flag, whether they “acknowledge their 
obligations or not.
